Through a long prepared statement, couched in 
language which the witness, in ordinary con- 
versation, was not able to employ, Weber traced 
the history of Louisiana politics to a climax, 
in which he says he found and de- 
stroyed the original Sherman letter.

One circumstance is sufficient to show how ex- 
tremely credulous one must be to accept Web- 
er’s knowledge that the Sherman letter was au- 
thentic, as his acquaintance with his haudwrit- 
ing consisted in this: He had seen, two years 
ago, Sherman’s name in a Congressional auto- 
graph album with two or three hundred other 
signatures of Congressmen, and he also saw 
Sberman’s writing m a room in the Custom- 
House in New Orleans. The length of Weber's 
interview with him was two minutes, during 
which time both were engaged in conversation, 
Weber being fully si feet from Sherman. 
Yet from this momentary interview, when no 
one was writing, Webber ventures to swear he 
became familar with Snerman’s handwriting, 
so that he could identify it at this lapse of time. 
He could not swearhe saw Sherman write at 
avy other time. Weber's statement was as 
carefully prepared as H it bad been 
ARRANGED BY TILDEN’ SLAWYERS, 

and was very brief. It was in language quite 
unlike that of Weber’s ordinary conversation, 
and it was with difficulty sometimes that 
be could himself read it. He treated his polit- 
ical essay as that by which his testimony was to 
be shaped throughout the investigation. Upon 
cross examination de declined to answer ſuter- 
rogatories orally on account of lapse of mem- 
ory, aud held the written statement ip his hand, 
to which he insisted upon the right to refer; yet 
he professed that he had drawn up this state- 
ment within five days.

Watuiseton, D. O, July 2—The Potter

EMILE WEBER WAS RECALLED, 
and was given permission to read his statement, 
provided he would swear to the facts con- 
tained. The statement was read and set forth 
that be had no personal knowledge that Demo- 
cratic intimidation had existed in the parishes 
of Fast and West Feliciana. His brother, 
Danie: Weber, and James E. Anderson had m- 
formed him that the two parishes had gone fairly 
Democratic. Great lufluence was brought to 
bear upon his brother to make bis protest, and 
he had been approached vety frequently to use 
his influence with his brother to effect the sign- 
ing of the protest. He saw Anderson sign bis 
protest, and saw the blanks thereiu after Ander- 
son had left.

NOT SWORN TO BY ANDERSON. 
It was a notorious fact in the Custom-House 
that Kellogg, Packard, and others were press- 
ing Anderson and Weber to make their respect- 
ive protests. John Sherman was spokesman 
Er the visiting statesmen, ana he (Weber) knew 
that Sherman had given his brother assurances 
which caused him te allow his protest to stand 
after it had been made. Weber had, in conver- 
sation with Sherman, explained to him that bis 
brother thought his parish had gone Demo- 
cratic, and he was disposed to take back his 
protest, whereupon Sherman assured him that 
his brother would be eared for, and requested 
that be send his brotherto him. His brother, 
ou the day he received it, showed him 

SHERMAN’S LETTER OF ASSURANCE, 

and said he had received it direct from Sherman. 
Weber was familiar with the handwriting of 
Sherman, and was satisfied that the letter was 
written by that gentleman. In 1877 the Sher- 
man letter was the subject of great mortifica- 
tion to the Weber family, and his sister-in-law, 
Mes. Daniel Weber, had endeavored to find it 
among the papers of her husband, which were 
packed away in two trunks and a large shoe- 
box.“ Late in the summer of 1877, he, the wit- 
ness, had made a search for the letter, and had 
found it. in the shoe-box, and had destroyed it 
forthwith. Mrs. Jenks had been in no way con- 
nected with the authorship of the Sherman 
letter. 

About the 27th of November it was discovered 
that only six of the Hayes Electors could be 
saved, and Kellogg, on that day, remarked to 
me: We are, afterall, beaten.’ 

In regard to the agreement between James E. 
Anderson and D. A. Weber, I here state that I

SUCH AN AGREEMENT 

was entered into, and was substantially the same 
as has been presented. My brother was mur- 
dered March 7. In the issue of the paper of 
which he was editor previous to his death he 
threatened to publish certain betters and a etate- 
ment emauating from the State Auditor's office, 
and that is supposed to have supplied the imme- 
diate cause of his death, and to that extent might 
suggest its, authors. While 1 consider this 
threat the immediate cause of bis assassination, 
1 do not believe it would have occurred had he 
not made the protest which deprived the people 
of their votes, and thus placed himseif in such 
a position that his personal enemies were en- 
couraged to make the murderous assault. 

In the Sherman report appears a ported 
aflidavit from me as United States Supervigor 
containing a somewhat sweeping aliegation of 
intimidation in the Parish of t Feliciana. I 
declined, when requested to make an affidavit on 
this subject, todo so. This paper was subse- 
quently prepared by L. B. Jenks, aod, without 
reading or examining it,

THE TURKISH PROVINCES. 
BERuin, July 2.—With yesterday’s session of 


„the Congress the problems presented by the re- 


organization of Turkey in Europe have been 
solved, with the difficult exception of the bor- 
der provinces of Greece. One scheme of settle- 
ment proposed is to offer to Greece some rights 
of supervision aud control over West 
Roumelia, that is, Thessaly Mace- 
donia, and Epirus, as Austria will be

GREAT BRITAIN. 
THE PAN-ANGLICAN 8YNOD. 

Loxbox, July 2.—The Pan-Anglican Synod 
commenced this morning by a ¢elebration of the 
Holy Communion in the chapel of Lambeth 
Palace, which is small but handsome, and was 
well filled with prelates and euch of the public 
as were admitted. Tbe Synod was then opeued 
by Dr. Tait, the Archbishopof Canterbury, who, 
having convened the Synod, will preside over it. 
Taking the Chair, bis Grace said: Although 
tlie Synod could not assume to exercise any 
legislative authority, or to define a dogma, or to 
prescribe a rule, or even to denounce error, 
its assembling might not be without the most 
wholesome results for the Anglican Church 
throughout the world. It was to begin with 
the striking of the spiritual and invisible 
unity of the AngNcan churches; corporate 
unity they did not possess, vor was it 
perhaps desirable to seck for it, but spiritual 
union they enjoyed, aud it coula be promoted 
by such meetings as tnese. He proceeded to 
say that the present state of the Synod laid a 
new responsibility upon the Church. The con- 
dition of soviety was in some ‘respects alarin- 
ing. The most subversive ideas were promul- 
gated and had their advocates in the 
influential organs of publie opin- 
ion. The rlauts of property and the 
sacred institutions of marriage were assailed 
and rainvaut infidelity was preached by peers 
as well as by philosophers. The Church should 


‘buekle on her urmor and prepare for the com- 


bat against these foes, and as ome of the best 
aids in this conflict, prelates should seek to be 
in unity with each other in bouts of the spirit. 
His Grace paid a special compliment to the 
American Bishops who had come to attend the 
Synod, and to those who had journeyed still 
further, from the colonies, for that purpose. 
ANOTHER REPORT. 

Lonpon, July 2.—The Pan-Anglican Synod 
assembled to-day at Lambeth Palace. Ninety 
Bishops were present at the first meeting. 
Communion was partaken of in the Lambeth 
Palace Chapel. The Archbishyup of Canterbury

FOREIGN GRAIN-TRADE. 

TILE ENGLISH AND CONTINENTAL MARKETS. 

Lonpon, July 2.—Ibe Mark Lane Frpress 
says there is a decided change for the better in 
the appearance of tue growing wheat, which is 
nowin full bloom. At first sight the flelds 
seem to promise large crops, but in many tlelds 
the ears are small. With the exception of bar- 
ley aud oats, appearances at present point 
to a fair average yield of c¢creais as far 
as quantity is concerned, while the quality is 
likely to be mediocre. The insigatticant supplies 
of English wheat at Mark Lane and provincial 
markets indicate a rapid depletion of stocks in 
larmers auds aud that little or nothing wil 
be left over at harvest time. The 
imports of foreign wheat into London 
have been more moderate of late, but 
the supplies go into granary rather than con- 
sumption. Small lots of white wheat have been 
taken off the stands tor Continental account, 
principally for Beigium and the North of France, 
where the crops are urfsatisfactory and prices 
several shillings higher than in London, but -no 
further: sales of cargoes off cuast have taken 
piace,

A Valuable Steamboat and Cargo 
Burned Yesterday at Mem- 
phis, Tenn. 


The Fire Extends to the Elevator, 
Which Is Also Destroyed. 


Two Persons Known to Have 
Perished in the Flames. 


The Total Property Loss Estimated 
at $250,000. 


A Fearful Nitro-Glyosrine Explosion 
Record of Miscellaneous Mishaps. 


STEAMER BURNED. 

Mrmpnars, Tenn., July 2—About 2 o’¢lock 
this morning fire broke out near the bofler head 
of the Anchor Line steamer Capital City, from 
Vicksburg for St. Louis, while lying at an ele- 
yator here, and in a few minutes the 
whole boat was wrapped in flames, 
the officers, crew, and passengers 
barely. escaping with their lives, leaving 
their clothing and everything behind. A strong 
westerly gale was blowing at the time, and be- 
fort the fire-engines and the tugs could reach 
the scene the elevator was on fire, and the gale 
drove the flames through the building, where 
was stored a thousand barrels of oil, bagging, 
and other inflammable articles, which 
caused such terrific beat as to speedily 
drive back the firemen, but not 
until one named Connors bad been dangerously 
burned. As soon as the fire was discovered 
Capt. Crane ordered the boat to be cut loose, in 
order to save the elevator, but the gale held the 
boat hard against it until pulled off by a tug, 
when the boat floated down a hundred yards 
among some trading and wood boats, and 
burned to the boiler deck, after setting those 
boats on fire. | 

The elevator soon burned to the water’s edge, 
aud, together with a large amount of valuable 
merchandise, is a total loss, Despite the heavy 
rain which was falling at the time, the bluffs 
and levees were lined with peoplé to witncss 
the awful conflagration, whith lit up the whol 
city front. There are numerous conjectures 40 
to the number of lives lost. but up tothis writing 
only one body had been found, which lies on the 
deck of the Capitol City, only the trunk being 
left, and thus far it has not been identified. One 
passenger was severely injured in trying tosave 
his bagwage. Capt. Crane thinks the fire was 
the work of an incendiary. 1 

The total loss will exceed $200,000, the greater 
portion of which falls on the Auchor Line Com- 
pany of St. Louis. As the books and papers of 
the elevator are lost it is impossible to obtain a 
reliable list of either losses or insurance. 

Later—The body found on the Capitol City 
this morning has been identified as that of 
Thomas Ewing, of Colfax, ind., by his aged 
wife. He was 78 years of age, and was returning 
home from the South. Capt. Crane put Ewing's 
wife ou the elevator when the fire was discov- 
ered, and told him to follow, but be turned back 
to save something left behind and was lost. 
Mr. Robinson, of Longwood, Misé., was se- 
verely, but not dangerously, burned. All the 
crew are safe, and the only passenger known to 
be lost is Ma Ewing. ‘The boat was crowded 
with passengers when she arrived here, but the 
majority of them had gone ashore. 

Capt. Crane thinks the boat and elevator were 
set on fire at the same time, as he had exam- 
ined the boat half an bour before the fire was 
discovered and found ali right, and the watcti- 
mab, five minutes before Me tire broke out, had 
passed the spot and noticed nothing wrong. 

The Auchor Line carried its own risks. The 
oil in the elevator was tusured for $4.50 each 
in the Imperial, of London, and People’s, of 


Memphis, and $2,000 in the Home, of New 


York.

Morris, III., July 2.—The Representative, 
Senatorial, and Congressional Conventions for 
this district were held at Morris to-day, for the 
nomination of candidates for Representatives, 
Senator, and Congressman, on the part of the 
National Greenback Reform Labor party.

The following candidates were nomina- 
ted: For State Senator, Lott Scofieid, of Ken- 
dail; for Representative, Amos Clover, of Grun- 
dy; for Congressman, Alexander Campbell, of 
LaSalle. The resolutions adopted were the same 
us those at the Springticid Convention,excepting 
an additional resolution to make the Lilinois & 
Michigan Canal a ship canal, to improve the 
lilinois River apy gt ly, and that the 
whole expeuse be pald out of the public funds. 
After the nomination of Alex Campbell, it was 
stated that a letter had been intrusteda 
by Mr. Campbell to. one of the 
members, and it might be read. It was handed 
tothe Secretary, who started to read it, but, 
after glancing his eye over it, delayed, ana, 
when called upon again to read it, declined 
to do so, saying it was not such a letter 
as Ought to be read to that Convention. The 
Hon. Faweett Plumb, of Streator, appologized 
for the letter being withdrawn and not read, 
and stated that he had read ity and that the sub- 
stance of it was that Mr. Campbell was poor, 
und was vot in good health, and was not in har 
mouy in all respects with the party; that 
the ground he held eight years ago he had 
abandoned. The speaker went on to scate that 
Mr. Campbell’s opinions would not agree with 
all those in the Convention, but that that 
should make no difference; they still 
should go for him; that his shadow 
in Washington was worth more 
than the personal presence of any Democrat or 
Republican living; that the members of the 
National party should pay all the expenses of 
the canvass. A resolution was offered by a 
member from Will declaring that the National 
party was Opposed to all lawlessness. Mr. John 
Armetrong, of LaSalle, opposed the resolution, 
because, as he said, he could not see anv use in 
putting themselves upon tae record as denying 
something of which they were not cuilty, aud 
illustrated it by stating that, if be should stand 
up and say he had not stolen a neighbor's 
sheep, some would very likely think he 
bad, and, as the National party were not guilty 
of lawlessness, he thought it better to say noth- 
ing about it. But the resolution was carried. 
The Convention was without euthusiasm, and

In the afternoon the subject, The High- 
School Diploma, a Voucher for What!“ was 
ably bandied by Prof. C. R. Stuntz, of Cm- 
einnati, who held that the High-School 
should tend to meet the demands of the times 
ior technical studess, and that a diploma should 
mean taorough work and finish in a fixed 
course. The discussion, which was led by Prof. 
Rowe, of Steubenville, showea that the 
teachers were willing to go before 
the people and taxpayers with the High 
Schools as they are now, not lowering the flag 
avinch. The subject coucerumg a High-School 
course of study, by Prof. Avery, of Cleve- 
land, finikhed the HighSchool funeral, 
and led to a very spirited speech 
by Prof; Cook, of Columbus. The 
prevailing sentiment of the speakers showed a 
willingness to receive criticism, and as deter- 
mined a disposition to resist unjust assaults.

The Speaker Gives Voice to the Manhattan 
Club’s Wine. 

New Tonk. Julv 2.—The reception given 
Speaker Randall by the Manhattan Club this 
evening was the occasion of a large and dis- 
tinguished gathering of members and 
invited guests. Letters of apology from 
Gov. Robinson, the Hon. 8 J. Tilden, 
and August Belmont were read. In 
response to a welcome by Mr. Vanderpool, 
Mr. Randall sald, although of another State, 
he was not one of those jealous toward New 
York. On the contrary, he believed that as she 
succeeds sd will the other States. Her power 
over the money of the country is 
almost supreme, and what her business 
men sbould do is to stretcy out their 
hands to the West and South, and raise the 
country from its depressed condition. A pur- 
pose to augment the wealth aud increase the 
prosperity of the country is general. Such 
result produced, there will be an end 
to the efforts making in some quarters and 
encouraged in others, of antegonism between 
the East ahd West, and South. They should 
ali work toyether as the limbs of our bodies do 
for the healthful action of the body itself. 
Men of enlarged minds wish an end 
to the 
much harm to our country in the past, aud will 
again unless checked,—not ju the same man- 
ber, perhaps, but to ap equally iujurious extent. 
Tue West and South look with some envy on 
the prosperity of the great Empire State 
and the States east it. This should 
vot be. Statesmen who deserve the confidence 
of the whole people must devise the means of 
harmonizing the growing iuterests of the West 
and South with those of the East. The Missis- 
sippi States must find encouragement from the 
AtlanticStates.

PRESIDENT HAYES AT HARRISBURG, 

Harnispure, Pa., July 2.—President Hayes, 
accompanied by Mrs. Hayes, two sons, Secretary 
Sherman, Attorney-General Devens, and others, 
arrived here this afternoon. The party were 
met at the depot by Gov. Hartranft and a num- 
ber of citizens, and were driven immediately to 
the Executive Mansion. 

An informal reception of the President and 
Mrs. Hayes, Secretary Shernan., and Attorney- 
General Devens was held at the Governor 
mansion between 8 and 10 o’clock this evening. 
About 9 o’¢lock a serenuade was tendered the 
distinguished visitors, and a large crowd 
gathered in front of the mansion.

REFORM TAI SUPREMB COURT PRACTICE. 
Zo the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cnitcaado, July 2. —The tragedy at East St. Louis 
furnishes a striking commentary on the impro- 
priety of the present method of practice in the 
Supreme Court. That Court holds three terms in the 
year,—one in the Northern Division of the State 
in September at Ottawa; one in the Central Divis- 
ion at Springfield in January; and one in the 
Southern Division in June at Mt. Vernon. All 
eases must be carried to the term in the division 
where they originate, unless all parties consent to 
go to another divisiog. Seven Judges constitute 
the Court, fout constitute a quorum, and the con- 
currence of four is necessary to every decision. 
We would suppose that un case would be heard 
by all the Judges that would unte in 
ite study, and each would be as hon- 
est, intelligent, and careful in rendering his 
judgment as we expect jurymer to be. Undivided 
attention to a case from its commencement to its 
conclusion is exacted of juries, and it is almost as 
essential that every Judge should give the same 
attention to a case from the time it ts first taken 
up by the Court till it is decided and the decre 
rendered with the reasons for the decision are re- 
corded. The o&th of the Judges and the concur- 
rende of four in a judgment for which each can 
give a reason as required by the law imply a neces- 
sity for such a course, But the practice engendered 
by the peripatetic character of the Court is very 
different. At Mount Vernon the Court eat teen 
days. During that time it nominaliy tried and 
took for decision eighty-six cases, aud examined aud 
agreed upon over 300 decisions of forgotten cases 
tried five, nine, or twelve months before. It is 

hysécally impossible for the Judges each to have 
he s@me intelligent understanding of each case so 
decided as we expect each juryman will have of 
each dase in which be renders bis verdict; and it 
is mote than surmised that few of the decisions 
are made in which more than a committee of two 
— — the others only being superficial ob- 
servete, aud not Judges carefully deliberating and 
giving their vote on the decision upon their own 
individual and well prepared Judgment. This 
system which crowds so much into so little time, 
and taxee the Judges from the place where the 
case is tried and where the record is, leads them 
often to decide cases without the record before 
them and without knowing what the record is. 

At Mt. Vernon term, in No. 181, Stephens vs. 
The People, judgment in quo wrrranto In St. Clair 
Cirenit Court against Stephens, d appeal by him. 
On the 7ih of June it was showWn to the Supreme 
r by aflidavit that the case involved the ques- 

on whether Bast St. Louts was organized under 
the General law for the incorporatioa of cities and 
villague; that two Boards of Aldermen and oificers 
were acting, each claiming that the other were 
neither de facto nor de jure officers of the city. 
Rach claimed to bave the seal, and oy ordiaances 
each was uullifying the acte of the other party. 
Confusion reigned, and the affidavit showed that 
there was great dang@® of collision between the 
two parties and breach of the peace. Of course it 
was easy to see thatin such a condition of things 
the protection of local government was suspended. 
and bloodshed was liable at any moment to 
eueue on an excess of passion or on any 
indiscretion of either party. So the case was ad- 
vanced and tried on the 10th of June. No. 164, 
The People ex rel. the Treasurer of Kast St. Louis 
vs. the County Collector, involving the same ques- 
tions, was tried aleo. Three days was time enough 
to consider the cases and enter decree with all the 
reasons for it, but the pressure of cases that should 
have been tried one by one, and. disposed of az 
tried, pushed these imo the usual course. They 
were turned over toone of the Judges to write an 
opinion and bring it to Ottawa in September, and 
twenty duys of anarchy elapsed before the one 
tired of waiting for a peaceful solution, 
moved indiscreetly, the magazine exploded, and 
fortunately only three men were killed, though 
the State is indelibly disgraced. On the next day 
. five of the Judges met atcidentally at the funeral 
of Judge reese. After they had separated 
the carnage was reported and the Judge to 


whom the decision bad been referred happening to 


have an opinion on the subject written in his 
sachel sen. it on the train the other Judges woula 
probably take, and if it succeeded in reaching three 
of them, and they sign it, it will probably be filed 
to-day or to-morrow, judgment entered, and 
pence restored. It is understood that the opinion 
is adverse to Mayor Bowman. ‘ 

The necessities of the State imperatively require 
that the supreme Court shall sit at the Capital most 
of the year, that when ittakes up a case it shall 
hear and each member shall render an honest, in- 
telligent judgment on the case without reference 
to the opinion of any other, and that the decree 
shall be promptly enrolled with the reasons for it, 
and the whole matter brought to an end while it is 
fresh in the minds of every Judge. 

Cases of public character, involving the peaceful 
adininistration of the Government of the State, in 
whole or in part, like this at East st. Louis, are 
able to come up at any time, and the Court, if 
cénstantly in session and prompt in judgment, 
could be. as it ought to be, a powerful integer m 
the good government of the State. The city scrip 
and city debt cases involve the interests of. tens of 
thouseanda of persons and the sinews of ad ministra- 
tion of that part of local State Government which 
must be kept up to protect the commerce of the en- 
tire State and the value of ite returns for agriculture, 
as weil as the vital interests of the half a million 
people, im Chicago. The question on the éxistence 
of icgal school government among one-fifth of the 
population of the State hanes along trom term to 
term, neglected because the Court does not try and 
decide as 4 jury is required to do, and the recordof 
the decision is not entered before the members 
are discharged from its consideration. The issue is 
in many phases as important as that of the ques- 
tion on the legal’Government of Kast St. Louis. 
It ie not very probabdle that the parents of the 
1G, 000 children who are not able to obiain entrance 
into the common schools will attempt to pull 
uon the High-Schools, still the High-Schools 
form a cause ef excitementto them, extending to 
the Commune. And the presence of a number of 
such cases on the docket, and hanging from term 
to term, cases whose decision is essential to the 
good order and the honor of the State, in view of 
the unnecessary anarchy of weeks of slaughter at 
Kast St. Louie, bring to mind the fact that proper 
legislation should be considered to so reform the 
practice and the Court that it may fll its proper 
epuere in promoting good government as well as 
in determining the Controversies between indi- 
viduals by the intelligent judgment of each indi- 
vidual member. *

Cases arise in which great speed is Claimed by 
owners of horses which are unknown lo the public. 
In such cases little confidence is placed in the 
claims, or at any rate unless the person making 
the claim isa person of well-known end tnim- 
peachable veracity. 

Take the case of Florida. It is probable that 
from 100 to 500 gent emen of thie city have heart 
Taylor say that he had trotted a full mile in 2:26, 
and yet in the very commugication to which this is 
intended asareply he says: In this®onnection 
I will state that Florida has never been timed either 
in public or private,”

becaueeée it hes been the unttorm statement to all 
who have {nguired of Taylor about nis speed.

CO-OPERATIVE STORES. 


Cheap Supplies in Engliand—A Great and 
Admirable WorkeFrom a Chest of Tea to 
8,000 Sovereigns a Day—The Growth of 
Co-operation ia the Purchase of the Neo- 
essarics of Life. 

Correspondence New York Tribune. 
Lonpon, June 10.—The number of people in 

England, and especially in London and its 

neighborhood, with fixed incomes from pen- 

sions, salaries, annuities, is of course enormous. 

Rigid economy upon their part is essential. The 

scrupulous honesty and honor about all matters 

of business among the better class of English 
people is a noteworthy trait. The payment of 
their tradesmen’s accounts, often exorbitant, 
out of narrow incomes, and the ability to keep 
their heads above water in meeting the other 
expenses of their social position, becomes a del- 
inte and difficult task with the people of whom 
isepeak. It must be understood that society 
here is not 7 miscellaneous mixture of hetero- 
geneous /elements and qualities. Every 
class nas its distiuct lines of demarcation both 
on the upper and lower side, and the majority 
of persons in it never through life cross these 
boundary lines; nor are their children apt to do 
s0; certainly none ever go below, if they can 
help it, and comparatively few have the force 
ascend to the higher round of the social lad- 
er. 


TUB CIVIL SUPPLY ASSOCIATION. 

Each class, moreover, has its distinct social 
sphere, with position, duties, atid scale of ex- 
penditure annexed, and domestic economy there- 
fore becomes both a science aud an art. The 
exactions of tradesmen were both an intolerable 
anuoyance and a burden, and after long en- 
durance the happy idea of co-operation for 
mutual defense and protection occurred to 
some clever persons. engaged in the Civil 
Service, and a small club was tormed. In- 
deed, it is said that its beginning was both 
humble avd accidental. It originated thus: 
Unuly a. dozen years ago some clerks in the 
General Post-Ollice combined and bought ‘a 
chest of tea, and they found the saving so creat 
that they pursued their jomt stock operations 
in the purchase of other articles of daily neces- 
sity. Their fellows in the office, fibding the 
wivantage, desired to join the, company. It 
grew. ‘They took a little room, and fitted it up 
with shelves and rustic counters; a competent 
aud trustworthy man was placed in charge, and 
articles of daily household consumption were 
hought at wholesale prices and sold to the mem- 
bers of the company at the small advance which 
would cover the expenses of the shop. The ad- 
vantages of the system became more and more 
patent; the number of those desiring to 
enter the association rapidly increased, 
as- the knowledge of .the advantages 
wideved. Then some of the original 
members seceded from the “General Post- 
Otlice Supply and started a company ona 
larger scale, establishing themselves in the 
Haymarket, uniler the name of the „Civil 
Supply Association.“ Thus the extempore 
shop grew into a warehouse; the one man who 
conducted the. business was multiplied dy 
scores, aud then by hundreds of shopmen, por- 
ters, warchousemen, Superintendents of de- 
partments, buyers, and managers: there was a 
Board of Directors, a Secretary, and a Chair- 
man. Oue great warchouse expanded into sev- 
oral, within whose spacious limits there were 
stored goods of every imaginable sort, cloth- 
ing, groceries, wines, liquors, stationery, books, 
furniture, tobacco, pipes, toys, jewelry, in short, 
almost everything from a button to a helmet, 
that any mau, woman, child, family, mieht 
need, and all to be purchased at from 
18 to 2%, sometimes. even 50, per cent 
lower than they could be got from the trades- 
men. ‘The rush for membership, of course, be- 
¢ame prodigious, Barristers, solicitors, medical 
men, clergvmen, ministers, actors, people of all 
professions, as well as those connected with the 
Civil Service iu all its branches, sought admis- 
sion, which could be gained by the payment of 
five shillings ($1.25) a year for —— 
token of which you received a card having your 
uame and number upon it. 

METHOD OF DOING BUSINESS. 

This card has to be shown to every shopman 
from whom you make a purchase, and to the 
¢ashicr, with whom you settle your account on 
the spot—for all purchases are for cash. This 
card must be renewed every year by the payment 
Of the same sun. The business expanded to 
such great proportions that it was found 
necessary to set a limit to the number of 
members, and admission into the old or first 
„Civil Service Stores, as they were called, is 
now impossibls. The business has become so 
great, has been so admirably and honestly ad- 
mninistered, that, notwithstanding that the mar- 
Ein of protit upon the Wholesale prices for. de- 
fraying current expenses is so small, I believe a 
handsome dividend accrues to the members. A 
ticket of membership in this old organization in 
the Haymarket cannot be got tor love or 
money, aud they are considered of such im- 
‘portance that they are frequeutly bequeathed in 
the wills of members. ‘The success of this first 
enterprise and the restrictions of its member- 
ship of course Caused the starting of others, 
and there are now three immense organizations, 
with several branches in different parts of Lon- 
don. The largest, and now the beét one of all, 
is the Army and Navy Co-operative Society,“ 
in Victoria street, Westminster. This as- 
sociation was organized six years 
and has a place all tts own 
the head ol co-eperative associations. 
The members consist of two classes, 
sharehoiters and ticketholders, the latter in- 
cluding life members and annual subscribers. 
Ihe shares ure oi the valueol $5 each, and 
holders of one or more share are eutitled to 
rarticipate in the profits, to deal at the stores 
and with the tradesmen connected with the 
society without any further payment whatever, 
aud to have their purchases from the store de- 

red free of charge within acertain radius. 
Life members’ tickers (one gninea) confer all 
the privileges of shareholders, except participa- 
tion in the profits and management of the 
society. They will not be transferable. An- 
nual supseribers” who pay $1.25 the first year, 
andi dents each subsequent year, eujoy all 
the privileges possessed by shareholders, except 
participation in the profigs and managemeut of 
the society, and the “Special advantages as 
to carriage of parcels. The director, Maj.

of $800,000 in 8) shares, is, in his way, as much 
astountied at the vast proportions attained in

PROFITS OF THE BUSINESS.

Upon such complaint, if it is 
found well grounded, the men is instantly dis- 
charged. Buyers, therefore, are never snubbed 
by shopmen; moreover, it has reacted upon the 
tradesmen insomuch that many of the first 
shops iu every branch of trade in London have 
sought alliance with the “Stores; so that if 
there be articles which you cannot find at the 
„Stores“ you may goto these afliliated shops 
—a — list of which you will find ip 
the catalogue—make your purchase, ask the 
price, produce your ticket, aud tuen get 
a discount.of from 15 to 8 per cent upon what 
you would otherwise pay.

cream to Mr. Gladstone’s last pamphlet. 

HONEST MANAGEMENT. 

“Great is the day of small things.“ The 
originator of the Civil Supply Associations had 
probably, in its first conception, no full idea of 
the extent to which the movement would ex 
paud in so short a time. That a business of 
420 a year has now increased to the extent of 
£20,000,000 sterling proves a fact of some 
social significance. The originator is still 
connected with the work. The young 
Assistant Secretary of the most prominent 
** Civil-Service Store“ in the Haymafket said to 
me, with a nonchalauce and toss of the bead 
that would have become an American, that the 
very originator of the General Post-Offee Sup- 
ply was in the shop somewhere ’’—but he took 
no troubie to see *‘where.”’ It will require an- 
other decade of English life for that man with 
his chest of tea to become famous, and probably 
he will die, without a pen-photograph” having 
been given of his personality, and the character 
of his mind; something, by the way, that an En- 
glishinan does not so much scorn as he assumes 
to scorn, I have been told that the next best 
thing to being a prophet, isto know ove when 
we see him. While ahis benefactor is drifting 
into oblivion, co-operative societies will be 
growing all over the world. They have now ex- 
tended themselves throughout Great Britain, 
aud are especially to be lound in the towns of 
the North, even among the workiag classes. 

It you could finda Board of Directors com- 
petent and faithful enough to devote sufficient 
time and energy to overlooking the business, 
managers, cashiers, and buyers, who would not 
abuse their trust, if the business were managed 
as honestly and thoroughly as it is here, such 
organizations in all your cities would prove of 
the highest advantage to all classes, especially 
to those living upon fixed incomes. I beard an 
American of note say that he was sorry to be 
obliged to see and feel—and, of course, he 
never admitted it to an Englishman—the vast 
and humiliating contrast between mercantile 
honesty and integrity here and at home. This 
opinion may possibly be repudiated. I beard 
an Englishman say that the co-operative princi- 
ple and its embodiments cannot be carried into 
successful experiment without adherence to the 
btrictest principle of nonestv.

CALIFORNIA WORKINGMEN. 


Their Control of the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of That State- What They Will Do 
with Their Power. 

Cinctn nati CGommerctail, July 1. 


It has been gathered from the news of the 
day that the Workingmen of California have 
succeeded in electing a large wajority of dele- 
gates to the Constitutional Convention of that 
State. A Commercial reporter was detailed yes-

CHARLES A. THOMPSON. 

The reporter made the Urst call upon Mr. 
Charles A. Thompson, the well-known Socialist, 
when the following colloquy took place: 

Reporter—Mr. Thompson, you are probably 
aware that the Workingmen of. California have 
possession of the Constitutional Convention 
there. Do you regard this as their opportunity, 
aud what do they wanttodo! What, in your 
opinion, ought to be incorporated in the new 
Constitution for the benefit of the Workingmen 
of that State! 

Mr, Thompson—The triumph of the Working- 
men in California was in the interest of Kear- 
ney, Who is simply a labor-agitator, and he is 
not a Socialist or Communist. The success of 
the Workingmen in California was owing to the 
opposition tothe Chinese, and a disposition to 
drive them from the State. It may have been, 
in the case of the election of most of the men 
to the Convention, that, while they were 
in fayor of labor-reform in that particular, their 
views were otherwise capitalistic. I am of the 
opinion,tuat there will be but little change in the 
organic law of the State of California under the 
present Convention, except the pronibttion of 
the trade in Chinese labor, and probably the re- 
duction of the hours of labor, which will be in- 
corporated into the organic law of the State. 
Our ‘party is very powerful in Sacramento, San 
Franciseo, and Oakland, and in the latter city 
we have elected our Mayor and Council, but 
we have not as yet made any serious attempt to 
control the State. It may be said that the three 
principal leading papers of the State, without 
regutd to old party alliliatious, have favored the 
third party—that is, the Labor party—simply 
tor the purpose of disposing of the question ol 
Chinese labor. , 

EDW. HOFFMAN. 

teporter—Mr. Hoffman, I have come to get 
your Views upon the labor question in Califor- 
nia, As you probably know, the Workingmen 
have a majority in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion of that State. 

Mr. Hoffman— Yes, they mav be Workingmen, 
but they are not Socialists. The trouble there 
is all about the Chinese question. They talk 
about the Chinese being the cause of cheap 
labor in that’ country. We have cheap labor 
bere, and yet we have no Chinese in our midst. 
The reason why the Chinese can work so much 
cheaper is because they can live upon less than 
a white man. It takes less to support them. 
The Socialists say that everybody has a right to 
tue products of his labor, and we are not in 
favor of driving the Chinese back to their native 
country, although We may be opp wed to the 
system of Coolie labor, aud white men traffick 
ing init. Certainly Chinese labor cannot be 
any cheaper than our workhouse convicts. 

Reporter—What ought to be incorporated 
Into the new Constitution of Calitornia! 

Mr, Hoffman—The eight-hour system of le- 
bor, and the prohibition of labor by women and 
children in factories. This would only be a pai- 
liative,—that fs, as far as the eight-hour rule is 
concerned. That ought to be a national measure 
in order to effect any good. What would do 
the most good would be the introduction of 
compulsory education up to the age of 14. The 
labor question is an international question. it 
cannot be solved by California alone, It 
must be solved by all the nations of the globe 
It is a question that interests the whole of 
mankind, aud is not confined to any pation or 
race. The workingmen there have been misled 
by this mao Kearney, a labor-agitator, and 
they have been unable to see anvthing except 
the delusion that the Chinese are the cause of 
atl their troubles. The Chinese question has 
absorbed all others in Calfforma, and tne work- 
ingmen have been led to believe for the time 
that that was all there was in the question.

Mr. Corry-I suppose the Chinese question is 
the cause of the strength of the Workingmen in 
the Convention. Every society has its own 
problem, and must solve it for itself, but at such 
a distance the people of Ohio can hardly tell 
what ought to be done witu it. The Working- 
men’s party seems to be under the leadership of 
Kearney, a man of more pbysical power than 
mental, an expatriated Irishman. I understand 
that he isa Communist; holds that property 
ought to be held ir common, and that every- 
body of a suitable age ought to be put to work 
as the part of an organization to produce great 
abundance at the lowest possible price, without 
any orofit, and . to promote the well-being 
of its members. e Chinese question has eu- 
abled him to dwell upon the grievances of tue 
workingman, because the Chinese have so come 
in competition with white labor ag .o disorgan- 
ize parties and cause the workian people 
to make common cause in the «mat- 
ter. The Chinaman is an extraordinary worker, 


and, while he is probably the best servant that 


ever fived, aud the most honest, he refuses to 
assimilate with American habits and institu- 
tious. He comes here to make money, and to 
lay up @nough to last him bis natural life, and 
he has got to go back to China some day, dead 
or alive. The Chinaman is the cause of cheap 
labor in California, 

Reporter—How do you account for cheap 
—— here, where there are but very few Cm 
nese 

Mr. Corry—It is because there was a waste 
arising trom the War,—an enormous drain of the 
interest of the public debt, connected with the 
habits consequent upon the War; and, secondly, 
becaise there is little to do in consequence of 
the former extravagance of the poople, which 
destroys the market for production. 

Reporter—W hat do you think ought to be in- 
corporated ſuto the new Constitution of Califor- 
nia, if this is to be the opportunity of the work- 
ing classes of that State! | 

Mr. Corry—There ought to be no reduction 
in the hours of labor. hat is all a delusion. 
And, as to compulsory comrmon-schoo! educa- 
tion, it ba snare. itis called gratuitous, but 
it costs somebody something to educate the 
children. Ithink there ought to be inaugu- 
rated here as well as in California a system by 
which the laborer might enjoy the proceeds of 
his own labor, and that the drones and the 
monopolists shouid cease to absorb the profits 
of production. I have not studied the Califor- 
bia question sufficiently to give a direct answer 
as to what should be put into the hew Consti- 
tution. I hold that every citizen has the right 
to live by his labor; and society should guaran- 
tee that right to him, which t can only do by 
providing a market for his production at a liv- 
ing rate. The only mode by which this end can 
be secured and individual liberty preserved, and 
justice made the universal rule, ig by the 
gratuitous organization of credit, which 
would establish that mutuality between each 
individual end sovicty, so as ta enable us all to 
enjoy the comforts of life and the satisfaction 
of all our wants from individual exertion. | 
don't want the State to orgauize anythibg, nor 
the Government to foterfere in any manner by 
regulating the hours of labor, or by patriarchal 
legisiation, or organizations of any sort, or by 
any army or navy, or by furnishing the medium 
of exchange, all of which are devices for the 
despoliation of the people. Society should help 
itself by voluntary organization, not simply co- 
* but in all things, in blending person- 
al independence with social mutuality. Of 
course, upon so profound a subject, any wise 
man would bold his opinion subject to correc- 
tion. This radical idea appeafs to me to be the 
germ of the future. It is not possible for Mr. 
Kearney or anybody else to control the fortunes 
of California until he bas supplemented the first 
stage at which his enterprise has arrived—that 
of self-consciousness and the power of num- 
bers—with the scientific formula of the 
remedy for the present state of society. Senti- 
ment and majorities are the indispensable first 
stage of reform, but it cannot ripen without a 
creed. The party cannot be held together un- 
less they have a wise aud sound solution of the 
trouble, which is probably far deeper than those 
who are excited by ag “7 | for tbe Chines e 
have yet realized. When, by the force of logic, 
Mr. Kearney and his friends have founa out 
what is the matter, and how to cure it, then the 
Chinese question can be wisely investigated and 
settled. »* the present anarchic social condi- 
tion there, it is impossible to say whether so- 
ciety can be properly organized with or without 
the Chinese element. II it cannot be done with 
it, then the duty of society is self-preservation, 
and the Chinese will be compelled to retire. 
But that is a consummation which no just man 
can contemplate without serious distress and 
under the pressure ofnecessity. At the present

The bill was in the Senate, 
and Democratic filibustering in the House, 
led by Tom Ew, prevented the 
passage of the Senate, bill. Subsequently 
the Democratic House did pass a similar bill, 
but it was not till the very last day, when it 
was known to be too late to get the concur- 
rence of the Senate. The story of this legis- 
lation is as familiar to Speaker RANDALL as 
to anybody in Congress, and he knows that 
not only did Congress fail to pass such a bill, 
but also that the failure was due to the 
Democrats of the House. It is very strange 
that he should have so glaringly misrepre- 
sented the matter in a public speech. 


TRADES-UNION SENTIMENTS. 

The speeches and resolutions at the trades- 
union picnic on Sunday last were character- 
ized by the vagueness, incoherence, and in- 
consistencies commoh to such occasions, but 
were none the less evidence of how little 
these persons have considered the important 
subjects they undertake to discuss, and how 
largely they are victimized by the half-truths 
enunciated by the demagogues who mislead 
them. All this is notably illustrated in the 
mottoes placarded on the banners borne in 
the procession, and we invite attention to 
some of these declarations, so conspicuously 
flaunted by men who, through ignorance, 
honestly believe them. Thus: 

A rich man means much labor never paid.“ 

The exact drift of this is samewhat ob- 
secure, but what was intended possibly is, 
that every dollar of his property represents so 
much money unlawfully withheld from some 
workman. Riches, taken in the ordinary 
sense of accumulated wealth, mean money 
saved. Thus the man who works at $2 per 
day, and who limits his expenditure to $1 
per day, becomes in two years’ time the owner 
of money equal to one year’s earnings. It is 
money earned by his own hard labor, the 
lawful and honest product of his own 
toil and industry. In two years he 
has saved from his wages a sum 
equal to one year's earnings. To that extent 
he is a rich man”; but how has he deprived 
any other man of pay for his labor? Who 
has been left unpaid by him? How has he 
robbed laber of its pay? And what is all 
wealth—that which men call riches—but the 
accumulation of the differences between re- 
ceipts and expenditures? There are such 
things as the sudden acquisition of riches. 
There have been prizes drawn in lotteries, 
and gifts from deceased relatives, and the 
discoveries of rich placers, but these things 
are so infrequent that they cannot be con- 
sidered as an ordinary means of getting rich. 
Men who buy and sell goods, and become 
rich, generall§ do so by the small gains 
represented between the income and 
the expenditure. Honestly-made rich- 
es, among the mass of men, 
are the steady accumulations of srgall sums, 
representing the profits of trade, thé savings 
of wages, and the economical expenditure 
for personal wants. There are riches made 
suddenly by speculation, just as they are at 
the gambling-table ; but the rich men of the 
world owe their wealth to the accumulation of 
small profits on large sales ad a vigilant re- 
straint on personal expenditure. The accumu- 
lation of riches is due not so much to the 
magnitude of the daily receipts or income, as 
it is to the thrift which restrains and limits 
expenditure. How can a man who honestly 
earns by labor, skill, and economy all he 
gets, and amasses wealth by a careful, wise, 
and healthful saving in his expenditures, 
deprive labor of its pay, or do injustice to 
any otherhuman being? Another of these 
mottoes reads thus: 

Eight hours as a legal, normal work-day is 
our first demaud. ' 

There is no law, and can be none, in this 
country, to compel any man to work 
even eight. hours per day, or for any given 
sum per hour or per day, against his free 
consent. Such a law would be despotic, and 
no Government could possibly enforce it. 
Labor is of necessity free. Man is entitled 
to work at whatever lawful occupation may 
best suit his taste and his ability. He should 
be free to receive all that his skill, experi- 
once, and industry can command, but this is 
prohibited by some of the tyades-unions, 
which regulate wages per capita, and not 
by the value of the labor performed.’ 
The hours of work and the wages per hour 
are matters of contract, each man making 
the best contract he can secure. To pro- 
hibit the regulation of wages and hours of 
work by contract would be an act of intolera- 
ble oppression. To compel a man by law to 
pay as much for eight hours’ work as for ten 
hours’ work would be as unjust as to com- 
pel a man by law to work ten hours for the 
wages paid for eight hours’ labor. Freedom 
of labor depends upon the absolute non- 
interference of the lew with the right of 
contract, both as to wages and the hours of 
labor : 

ne The U boring man works to support the capi- 
talistie class. 


Tue workingmen do all the work, capitalists 
get all the pay. Work creates all wealth. 


The meaning to be extracted from those 
mottoes is, that the laborer is entitled to 
wages for hig work, and to the money ob- 
tained from the sale of the goods besides. 
The service performed by the employer is to 
count for nothing. It is denied that the 
employer does any work, though as a mat- 
ter of fact he is the hardest worker of the 
lot. If ‘‘capitalists get all the pay,” it 
must be because they pay no wages, and use 
only slave labor. The complaint is, for 
example, that twenty-five workmen are em- 
ployed to build a house; the employer fur- 
nishes the lumber, the stone, the bricks, 
mortar, glass, paint, and, other materials; 
he pays the wages of the workmen, and 
though their labor put these materials in the 
shape of the building, the capitalist who paid 
for land, material, and wages wrongfully 
owns the building, and not the workmen who 
created it.” He is the possessor of wealth 
“created by labor,“ is the argument. If an 
employer purchases a stock of leather, and 
tools, and machinery, and employs 400 men 
to make boots and shoes, he paying the 
workmen the agreed wages, the complaint 
is, that the boots and shoes they have cre. 
ated by their labor” do not belong to the 
400 men in addition to the wages, but to the 
man who bought the leather, tools, and 
machinery and paid the wages. The knavish 
fallacy of this reasoning ought to be evident, 
especially to men whose interests are eo 
closely identified with labor. The men who 
make boots and shoes aeate no value ex- 
cept that which their labor has added to the 
raw materials placed in their hands. The 
shop, machinery, books, and tools are not 
theirs. The value given by their labor to 
the raw material is that represented by the 
wages paid to them for their labor. The 
capitalist who buys the raw material, fur- 


nishes the shop, tools, and machinery, and pays 


the wages of those who make the goods and 
keep his accounts, pays for all that is 
created” by work, and if he can get back 
what he has paid out, witha small advance, he 
is fortunate, but if he fail to do so, then he 
has to bear the loss alone. 


Down with the competition of prison labor 
with free labor. * t ; 


There are 1,800 able-bodied. men in the 
State’s Prisons in Illinois, who had resort- 
ed to crime. Safety of society demands their 
imprisonment. They have to be fed, and. 
clothed, and guarded. Shall they be main- 
tained in idleness? Shall the public who 
are not criminal be taxed to support these 
men, or shall they be compelled to earn 
enough to pay for the food they consume ? 
The farmers of this State who pay taxes 
have declared that these convicts shall be 
compelled to earn enough to feed and clothe 
themselves, and the trades-unions will have 
some difficulty in persuading the farmers to 
take upon themselves the cost of feeding 
1,800 idle, non-producing criminals. Here 
are several other mottoes, all of a kind: 


Labor must and shall rule what it creates.” 

Production belongs to the producer, the tools 
to the toiler." 

Don with wages slavery.’ 


We have already commented upon much 
that isimplied in these sentiments. Labor 
is entitled to what it creates, and the value 
of this is represented by the wages paid. 
Labor, when furnished with tools, shops, 
machinery, and raw materials, can make 
boots and cloth, iron and furniture, and is 
entitled to all it can get for what it produces. 
It cannot have the thing produced and the 
wages for producing it at the same time. If 
it produces an article and converts the same 
into money, the value of the labor of pro- 
duction is measured by the proceeds of the 
sale of the thing produced. This is wages,— 
the amount of the wages being more or less 
as the sale be at a profit or loss, Or- 
dinary wages guarantees labor against 
loss. Exactly e ‘* wagos-slavery ” 
is to be abolished we do not understand. 
Labor, to be remunerated, must have wages; 
when wages stop, labor must stop. The 
relation of employer and employed must 
exist ; one man who has property guarantees 
to other mén a certain price for their work 
in producing a certain, article. He pays the 
wages and owns the article. If he can sell 
it at a profit, the profit is his gain. 
has to sell at a loss, he must suffer it. On 
any other terms the labor would not have 
been employed, nor the wages paid. Just 
where the “slavery” exists, these Com- 
munists never explain. 

Until trades-unions can find some law,human 
or Divine, that can be enforced, whereby labor 
can establish the price which men shall pay 
for products,—that is, establish a legal price 
which men shall pay for all they buy or con- 
sume,—it is idle for artisans to undertake 
to rule what it creates.” If labor demands 
$2 for producing that for which no man will 
pay more than $1.75, then that branch of 
productive labor must suspend or reduces its 
demand to the current value. It cannot 
compel consumers to pay more than what they 
please for goods, and therefore cannot suc- 
cessfully maintain a price for the labor of 
producing. 

We might extend these comments indefi- 
nitely, but we have said enough to show how 
the sophistry and haif-truths asserted in 
the mottoes, and which form the ground- 
work of all the speeches, are perverted and 
abused by demagogues to mislead men upon 
subjects which they naturally have so much 
at heart, and on which they should be intelli- 
gently instructed. 


AIRING DEMOCRATIC DIRTY LINEN. 

The statement of Ern Ho.uann, one of 
the local Democratic managers in Cincin- 
nati, as to the methods by which the elec- 
tion was carried in that city in October, 
1876, for his party, makes very interesting 
reading when one takes into account the 
Democratic protestations of reform and de- 
nunciations of fraud that have been 80 
abundant of late. In making this statement, 
HoLianp was influenced by motives of re- 
venge. In the first place, he had been. im- 
prisoned for the commission of frauds upon 
the ballot-box, and thought his Democratic 
friends ought to have sworn him clear; 
and, second, although fairly elected as a del- 
egate to the recent Democratic State Con- 
vention, he was not allowed admission, 
which certainly was rank ingratitude to one 
who had done so much for his party. Put- 
ting together the testimony upon which 
“HOLLAND was convicted and the statement 
which he now makes in revenge for his 
grievances, we get the following highly in- 
teresting story of Democratic reform and 
honesty in the- modes of conducting elec- 
tions: 

In order to give Titpen a good send-off 
in November, and lend eclat and impulse to 
the election, it was necessary to carry Ohio 
with a rush in the October election. No one 
appreciated that necessity more keenly than 
Torx himself and his managers, and, on 
the allotment of money from the bar!“ 
for the West, Cincinnati came in for $7,000. 
In order to put it where it would do the 
most good,” HolLaxnͤb was made purveyor, 
and he got in his work well. Three or four 
different assortments of precious rascals were 
imported from New York,‘Philadelphia, Bal- 
timore, and Chicago, ready for any villainy 
that might be suggested to them, and asking 
no other reward than ample expenses and 
Whisky. His villains were divided into two 
factions. The ugliest and dirtiest, who could 
not be made to appear regpectable by any 
amount of embellishment, soap, or clean 
linen, were voted, Ern Hoiianp says, in 
the Democratic wards and precincts, where 
ruffianism and filth were prima facie Demo- 
cratic qualifications. The best looking and 
cleanest of the lot were selected for Repub- 
lican wards, and for once in their lives were 
arrayed in clean attire and polished up so as 
to imitate respectability, though they chafed 
under the indignity of a clean shirt, and suf- 
fered much from the necessity of keeping 
sober, especially when they realized that the 
remainder of their fellows were getting glori- 
ously drunk in the discharge of their patriotic 
duties. The respective gangs were kept 
busy all day, and until the repeating grew 
tedious. and monotonous. Even HolLLaxp 
himself was ashamed of it. He says: 
„Why, I voted my New York, Baltimore, 


and Chicago men that day so many times 1. 


was ashamed to turn up with them. We 
kept going from poll to poll, and back 
again, till it seemed foolish and like boys’ 
play.” About 1,000 to 1,500 bogus votes 
were thus polled. 

As the result of this infamous rascal- 
ity, Baynmic was elected to Congress 
over Sraxter Martraews by a pur- 
ported majority of 75, and Sayier over Force 
by 500,majority, and the county ticket was 
run in by afew hundred. Had it not been 
for this ballot-box stuffing by imported 
ruffians paid for with money from TrLpEn’s 
“bar,” both Banxme and Sayizr would 
have been defeated, and the Republicans 
would have elected the larger part of the 
county ticket.

COIN CONTRACTS. 
Te the Editor of The Tribune. ; 
JANESVILLE, Wis., July 1.—la your editorial of 


Saturday last you say: 


If the combined Greenbackers,, Nationals, and Com- 
munists should succeed in securing direction of Amer- 
ican legisiation, and should proceed to pay off the 
United states bonds in siinplasters and flood the coun- 
try with billions of so-called ‘‘legal-tender” inthe 
shape of irredeemable serip; if they should acquire 
sufficient power to revolationtze the Supreme Court. 
and set at defiance the constitutional principle of Gov- 
ernment money: If they shall thus enable a clase to 
swindle thetr creditors by paying their debts at 10 or 15 
cents on the dollar, there will be just one result which 
will break down their main purpose, viz.: Ai ¢he 
manufacturing, coamercial, aad business tratisac- 
tions of the country will thenceforward be made on 
special coin contracta. 

Now, I dave no doubt myself of the correct- 
ness of your conclusion, but 1 have met business- 
men who hold to the opinion that such contracts 
connot be enforced. Will yon please state for 
their information, and of your readers generally, 
under what provision of law statute or other 
**special coin contracts can be enforced’ Have 
any such been enforced by State or United States 
Courts? R. 


Contracts payable ia gold have been in 
general use in this country for many years, 
end ever since the time paper currency 
suffered a depreciation... There is no law 
prohibiting the performance of contracts in 
coin, or in any other commodity. Contracts 
to pay specified debts in fixed sums of gold 
dollars, silver dollars, or greenback dollars, 
or in so many bushels of wheat or barrels 
of flour, or so many days’ labor, are all legal, 
and there can be no valid reason why they 
should not be enforced. There are certain 
classes of imported goods, such as coffees, 
which are sold by importers at their prices 
in gold, and when sold on credit the notes 
are payable in gold, or in paper money at 
its gold value. There are perhaps several 
millions of dollars which have been loaned in 
this city since the fire, payment of principal 
and interest in gold being stipulated 
in the contract, and secured by mortgages on 
real estate. The interest on all these mort- 
gages, and the principal on many of them, 
have been paid in gold. In some cases the 
Mortgage Company has brought suit tg fore- 
close, and decrees based upon the coin con- 
dition have been rendered, and the property 
has been sold, the purchaser to pay in gold, 
according to the original contract. 
cases, at least, the United States Courts have 


enforced the performance of the contracts. 


We have never heard of any case where the 
validity of such contracts was questioned, 
and hence, perhaps, is due the fact that our 
correspondent has not found any judicial 
decisions maintaining such contracts. Con- 
tracts for rents, and for loans, and for vari- 
ous commercial transactions, specifically pay- 
able in gold, have been quite common in all 
the large cities for years. 


The City Council has passed the ordinance 
repealing the Dearborn street extension ordi- 
nance over the Mayor’s veto by a vote of 25 
yeas to 9 nays, and enacted an ordinance for 
new opening proceedings by the same vote. 
This is very risky business. The President 
of the Council asked the Aldermen to post- 
pone action until the Supreme Court could 
give a decision on the question in the For- 
estville avenue case, as to whether certain 
acts estopped the city from abandoning the 
improvements without paying for the prop- 
erty condemned. He believed the matter 
could be postponed safely, and, if the veto 
was sustained, he had a resolution providing 
for withdrawing the warrants for the collec- 
tion’of the assessment until next fall, when 
a decision would probably be given in the 
Forestville avenue case.” But the advice of 
the President of the Council was not heeded. 
Enough members had been secured in ad- 
vance to put the thing through regardless of 
consequences. The character of the argu- 
ments in favor of overriding the veto may 
be judged from these samples: 

Ald. Cary was also in favor of the adoption of 
the ordinance, since it woald do substantial jus- 
tice to all the parties interested. Assuming that 
the city would sustain heavy damages, it was still 
better for the Council to attempt to do justice to 


the people in the neighborhood affected by the 
ordinance. [Applause. | 

Ald. Turoor supported the motion in a brief 
speech, stating that he would rather pay something 
out of ns own pocket than be accessory to an in- 
famous swindle which certain Jand-sharks wished 
to perpetrate on the people.

THE RAILROADS. 


VANDERBILT’S SINCERITY. 

An effort was made yesterday by the General 
Managers of the roads leading East from this 
city to re-establish the rates from this city to 
Eastern seaboards. But they failed to agree, 
and matters remain as unsettled as heretofore. 
it had been the general opinion that Vanderbilt 
was anxious to have the present unsettled state 
of affairs regarding East-bound freight rates 
come to an end, but the stand taken by his 
representatives yesterday does not indicate any 
such thing. Mr. J. N. McCullough, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Company, came here 
with instructions from his own and the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroads to agree to any satisfac- 
tory arrangement that could be made. He 
was willing to agree to aimost anything, 
but he failed in all bis attempts to bring 
about a peaceful settlement, and he left last 
evening by the 6 o’clock train mad as a hornet. 
During the foreneon there was a conference at 
the Fork Wayne office, which was attended by 
Mr. John Newell, General Manager of the Lake 
Shore & Michigan Southern; J. N. McCul- 
lough, Vice-President Pennsylvania Company ; 
and A. B. Ledyard, General Manager Michigan 
Central_ Railroad. The General Ticket and 
Passenger Agents of the various Eastern roads 
were also present. At this meeting it was de- 
cided to affirm the arrangement recently made 
by the General Ticket and Passenger Agents by 
which no commissions on the sale of tickets 
shall be paid by any of the roads. 
At the request of Mr. Newell, of the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern, it was agreed to meet 
again at half-past 3 o’clock p. m., together with 
the General Freight Agents, to take up the ques- 
tion of re-establishing freight rates. The ap- 
pointed hour arrived, and Mr. J. N. McCutlough 
and the other representatives of the Pennsyl- 
vania Company and the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road were on hand to take part in the procced- 
mes, but vone of the representatives of the 
Michigan Central and Michigan Southern made 
their appearance. Mr. McCullough impatiently 
walked the room, occasionally mumbling some- 
thing about breach of faitn. At half-past 4 the 
representatives of the Vanderbilt roads had not 
yet made their appearance, and when 
some one brought the information that the 
belated Mauagers and Freight Agents of Van- 
derbilt’s roads were closeted at the Lake-Shore 
office discussing what steps to take in order to 
outwit the other interests, Mr. McCullough got 
angry in earnest. ‘“ That shows the sincerity 
of Vanderbilt,“ he said, iu claiming to be in 
favor of maintaining reasonable rates, and that 
the only true policy was to pool the business. 
He never bad an intention to act fairiy with his 
competitors, and bis talk was all bosh. Before 
I travel over a thousand miles again to attend a 
meeting of this kind,” he said after awhile, 
with fire in his eyes, I shall know what I am 
coming for. I do not intend to be treated like 
a baby again.“ He paced the room awhile 
longer, and then ordered John to 
order the bus to take him 
to the depot, as he did not intend to remain any 
longer. Soon after the Managers and Freight 
Agents of the Vanderbilt roads entered the 
room in single file. There was a short informal 
discussion, which consisted chiefly in crimina- 
tion and recrimination, and whieh ended with 
Mr. McCuliough putting ondis hat and leaving 
the room. He took the ’bus, which took him to 
the rege on shortly after be was on his way 
home to Pittsburg. The other railroad officials 
remained for a while longer eee angrily 
the situation, and then they also lefg. It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Newell took the position that 
the active lake competition doés not warrant a 
re-establishment of the rates. and in this, it is 
said, he was seconded by Mr. Ledvara9 
Mr. McCullough, on the other hand, 
thought that the roads would get just as 
much business if the rates were advanced tu W 
or 23 cents. The way things are at present, he 
claims, business is all forced on the New York 
Central, aud that was the secret of the action 
of Vanderbilt’s managers at yesterday’s meet- 

ing. 


. 
VANDERBILT CONSOLIDATING HIS 
INTERESTS. 

Ramors have been afloat during the last few 
days that Vanderbilt intended to pool the busi- 
ness of the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
and Michigan Central and Canada Southern 
Railroads between this city and Buffalo. The 
managers of the Vanderbilt roads deny tlic 
correctness of these rumors, but say that they 
arn going to consolidate 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern and Mich- 
igan Central at all the competing points, thus 
saving a large amount of expense. It has al- 
ready been decided co consolidate the Detroit 
ticket-oftices, and the local ticket-offices in this 
city will probably also be consolidated before 
long. The San Francisco offices will either be 

consolidaved or abolished, 8 the latter. 

While this arrangement ſe not actually a pool, 
yet itamounts tothe same thiug. The active 
competition that has existed for vears between 
the Michigan Central and the Lake Shore & 
Michigan Southern will cease, and will be leit 
with the option of shippers to ship by either 
tue Michigan Central or Michigan Southern. 
Everything indicates, however, that the bulk of 
the businesé trom this point will be forced on 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, as this 
road has direct connection with the New York 
Central, while the Michigan Central has to give 
a portion of its business to the Grand Trunk 
and Great Western to keep up appearances. In 
this way Vanderbilt cau claim that he gives the 
Canada lines their full percentage of the Michi- 
gan Central’s busiucss, while in fact it is largely 
reduced. 6

Sioughs which have always been so wet and 
miry that it was impossible to cross them with a 
team, at any season of the year, have been 
plowed 2 and plaated to corn this spring. Tiles 
are laid 1 ree feet deep, and last fall the price 
— rod for digging ditch and placing tile ready 
or filling iu was 35 cents per rod. We can pow 
get the same work done for 2 cents per rod. 
When the price of tile ts reduced to the rate 
that we can afford to buy it, there will be miles 
of it laid. where but a few rods are now in use, 
and its use will add very materially in the war 
of increasing the grain crops. If the coming 
full proves favorable there will be ten times 
more tile laid in Henry County than ever be- 
fore, in any given period of oe.

LINCOLN’S | DEATH. 


Facts Going to Show that the Assassination 
Was Premeditated, and Plaus Carefully 
Laid Therefor. 

Tothe Baitor of the Moline Review. 

I have seen mauy articles of late from persons 
who pretend to know that J. Wilkes Booth con- 
ceived the idea of assassinating President Lin- 
coln on the 14th of April, 1863, about noon,— 
having been informed that the President and 
Gen. Grant were to appear at Laura Keene’s 
benefit at Ford’s Theatre that cvening. I op- 
pose any such idea gaining eredence, unless 
Booth had an army of assistants, and will brief- 
ly, with your permissijou, state my reasons for 
thinking so. 

I reached Washington, with a prize captured 
by the United States steamer Mercury, under 
my command, on the lith of April, 1865, and 
was busily engaged with the prize-oflicers ar- 
ranging for the condemnation of the prize. 
Walking down Pennsylvania avenue, and 
when near Ford’s Theatre,—on the nigat 
of the I4th—I saw a squad of gol- 
diers on the double-quick, and learned 
from the non-commissioned Officer a 
in charge that President Lincoln had been shot. 
Jat once hastened tothe theatre, and found 
that the President bad been removed to the 
house of a Mr. Peterson, across the street from 
the theatre. When I reached the theatre, there 
were only balf-a-dozen lights burning, and, see- 
ing H. B. Phillips, an actor of my acquaintance 
and one of the company, standing upon the 
stage, 1 walked down the centre aisle and got 
upon the stage. He related the whole story to 
me, and I paced the distance from where Booth 
landed upon the stage to his place of exit,where 
his horse stood in charge of a boy, and found 
the distance to be thirty-nine paces. I also ob- 
served that the route sclected by him to escape 
was clear of all obstructions, which first im- 

ressed tne with the idea that he had assistance 
rom the members of the company or stage- 
hands; which proved to be the fact, for 

Spangler, the stage-carpenter, was convicted 

and imprisoned as an accomplice in the murder. 

Returning to the stage, a man named Kent, 
who had been engaged searching the box, in- 
formed us upon the stage that he had found the 
pistol with which the bloody deed was done. 
Tue actors requested him te surrender it to my 
keeping, which be agreed to ao if I would come 
up into the box. 1 jumped off the stage and 
hurried up the centre aisle, and. as I came out 
by the ticket-office, I saw Miss Lauta Keene held 
by Mr. Ford’s brother with an arm around her 
waist. She was gesticulating and calling on the 
crowd to search for Booth, the murderer. As I 
passed her to go up stairs’ she caught hold of 
my eat and endeavored to detain me, and it 
was with some difficulty I succeeded in getting 
away from ber. Reaching the dress-circle, in a 
tew minutes I was im the President's box. 
where the bloody tragedy had been enacted. 
Upon reaching the box, I found Mr. Kent (the 
gentieman who had found the pistol) in the 
right-hand corner of the box; Mr. Gobrignt, 
the -Agent of the Associated Press; and 
an actor named Spear,—if my memory serves 
me,—considerably under the influence of liquor. 
A few moments: later, the Chief of the Wash- 
ington Police reached the box, and he requested 

ine to aid him in searching the box, to see what 
could be found. The pistol, a single-barreled 

Deringer, was placed in bis hands, and, after 

Spear had procured us a candle, the search 

began. The Chief held the candle; I was upon 

my knees, and Mr. Gobright making notes of 

our discoveries. The first thing 1 found was a 

button torn off of Booth’s coat in his struggle 

with Maj. Rathburn, a shirt-button, an emp ty 

opera-glass case, and the Pr esidentis silk 

heavily dressed in mouruing. While upon the 
floor, in looking up I noticed a hole through the 
yanel of the first box-door,—as the gas was lit 
™ the . lending from the dress-circle to 
the stage-boxes. lat once expressed the opin- 
ion that the bullet must have passed out there. 

The microscope of the Chief of Police was 

at once brought into requisition, and it 

was discovered that it was a spvy-hole 
cut from the outside, to cover the position of 
the occupants of the box. We then went gut- 
side in the passage-way, and found that the door 
leading from the dress-circle had been barri- 
caded from the inside, by removing the plaster- 
ing, so that a board could be placed across to 
prevent any interference by the servant who 
was stationed outside this door. After getting 
into the passage the door was barricaded. Booth, 
looking through the hole cut in the, first box- 
door {the two boxes having - been made one by 
taking down the partition), could easily see the 
position of the President. Opening the inner 
door he passed behind the President and shor 
him behind the left ear. Maj. Kathburn en. 
deavored to hold the assassin; but he stabbed 
the Major in the arm with a bowie-knife; and 
leaped upon the stage, and succeeded ip making 
his escape. Now, sir, do the cleared stage for 
his exit, the hole cut in the stage-door, the bar- 
ricadle behind the door leading to the boxes, 
show that it was couceived in a moment, and 
done as promptly as conceived! I think not. 

And the facts I have mentioned here, with otb- 

ers known to me, would, I think, amply proye

Then the quality of the grain produced was 
quite as remarkable aa its quantity, The kernel 
was hard ig? plump, and of the ind known as 
extra No. 1, a grade which ordinarily commands 
from 10 to 15 cents per bushel more than the 
great bulk of the wheat which is sold in Chi- 
caro, and which is there classed as No. 2. 

The largest wheat farms in the world lie 
within a few miles of this town, and of course 
I must sce some of them before I leave. 

To visit Fargo and not take a look at the 
famous Dalrymple farms wouid be almost as 


absurd as it would be for an Englishman to 


visit Buffalo and not deem it worth his while 
to go out of his way a few miles to see Niagara. 


4 This may be a little extravagant perhaps, but it 


is at least approximative. The -Malrymple 
farms are counted among the wonders of the 
times, and have contributed more than any 
other influence to bring this Red River country 
into repute. These mammoth farms, under a 
single superintendency, aggregate nearly 50,000 
acres, about 13,000 of; which are now under cul- 
tivation. 

The amount of wheat raised op these farms 
last year was not far from 150,000 bushels, aud 
this season it is confideutly anticipated that the 
result will be far more astonishing. During 
the harvest, Mr. Dalrymple, it is said, will em- 
ploy 500 horses and 1,000 men! When I have 
paid my contemplated visit to these farms I 
may venture to give you some further particu- 
lars concerning them. 

Fargo, as you are aware. 16 a little town with 
all the appointments of civilization,—churches, 
and hotels, and clevators, and stores, besides 
institutions of inferior report which have sprung 
up like magic on the banks of this wonderful 
stream. It has about 1,000 inbalitants, but its 
business is larger than that of most towns of 
double or even treble its population. It is an 
active. stirring place, and, beyond question, 
will continue to grow rapidly, and that, too, in 
a strong and healthy manner. 

Those of your readers whocan take asum- 
mer excursion into these parts (and they all 
should do so) wili be surprised to find the hotel 
accommodations at Fargo ot so excellent a 
character. These are all that could be desired, 
and much more than could ve expected. Even 
an intelligent Chicago lady (and thev are, as 
everybody knows, mostly intelligent) would not 
be offended with the rooms or with the fare. 

When itis borne in mind that by far the 
larger portion of this affluent Red River Valley 
lies for hundreds of miles to the north of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, it will be manifest 
how utterly false are some of the stories which 
interested partics who have never been here 
have put in circulation in regard to this region. 

An Arctic region, forsooth! Why, when its 
fertility, and luxuriance, and beauty are fairl) 
considered, it might with much more propriety 
be compared to sume fair land in the Sunny 
South.“ There is surely no Southern State or 
country in the world where the great cereals of 
wheat, and oats, and rye can be produced in 
anything like the abundance and perfection 
that distinguish the.crops raised in this valiey. 
This is not the languageofa wild enthusiasm. 
The words are those of earriestness and sincere 
conviction, and they will be recognized as such 
by all who have taken the pains to aciyjuaint 
themselves with the facts. To the doubting 
ones I will simply say, Come out and see this 
country for yourselves, and then you will be 
able to judee how far, if any, iufagination has 
led me beyond the truth. 

It is quite certain that I wish to make and in- 
tend to make concerning tuis region only a true 
and faithful report. 

But everything here is so fresh, and new, and 
surprising that even the most apathetic are 
roused into some degree of enthusiasm. Con- 
sequently, you must not blame me if I appear a 
trifle enthused. 

The ride from Brainerd to this point, 140 
miles, is a very. interest ug one. As one gets 
west of the Mississippi, the country gradually 
imoroyes, the forest becomes thinner and 
changes in character, the pines grow scarcer, 
and at length wholly disappear,—oaks, and elms, 
and maples taking their place—and as the valley 
of the Red River is approached the landscape 
begins to present a singularly varied and park- 
like appearance. 

This northwestern corner of Minnesota is 
beautiful indeed. What a glorious State it is! 

Finally the broad valley bursts upon one in 
all ite vastness and lukuriance like a vision of 
the Promised Land. 

Moorhead, the last town in Minnesota, is 
reached, the river is crossed, and your corre- 
spondent, tired and half famished, sits down to 
a good sypper in the a ie of Dakota.

CONGRESS AND BUSINESS. 


Merchants Drawing a Long Breath- The 
Adjournment Generally Greeted with Sat- 
isfaction—Uncertainty and Distrust Dimin- 
ished—General Condition of Business.

one merchant, caused an uneasiness among 
business men that perfectly paralyzed all opera- 
Men hesitatedto engage in extensive 
ventures, out of sheer dread as to what might 
be done so long as Congress might remain in 
session. The fear, too, that it might do some- 
thing to trritate and disturb labor, the result of 
which no one could have foretold, added to the 
uncertainty and dread.” 

“Two things,“ said Mr. Hawes, of David 
Dows & Co., a Government owes to its com- 
merce—a fixed financial policy and the utmost 
exactness as to what constitutes title to proper- 
ty. On both these points there has been, it 
seems to me, terrible confusion of ideas. The 
adjournment consequently brings relief to al! 
business men.” Wat can you expect,” 
asked a member of the firm of E. R. Durkee & 
Co., „from aCongressin which there is not 

robably a single business man! Who are the 

usiness men in Congress: There ts not a 
single member who could manage successfully 
a New York business.“ Other merchants in 
various lines of business agreed in the exprés- 
sion of satisfaction at the adjournment, and 
were nearly unanimous as tu the effects on the 
volume of trade. While some said that it was 
yet too soon after the adjournment toobserve an 
appreciable effect, and while others claimed a 
large increase, but did not wholly attribute it 
to the closiug of the session, all asserted dis- 
tinctiy that business could not well be worse 
than tt had been during the session. 

To the tobacco trade especially, however, the 
adjournment was most welcome. The proposal 
to reduce the tax on tobacco, it was said, would 
not have caused large losses on stocks directly 
to the manufacturers. But the proposal threw 
such achillon the trade that, until Congress 
adjourned, the demand for goods was almost en- 
tirely stopped. P. Lorillard & Co. said that on 
plug tobaccos they had guaranteed their cus- 
tomers from loss, but not on fine-cut and grap- 
ulated tobaccos, and on snuffs. They bad 
adopted this course fn order to retain their trade 
in plug goods, which they believed would have 
been injured. It was said that they would have 
lost over $125,000 by their guarantees had the pro- 
posed reduction been adopted. Other manufactu- 
rers said they had been compeiled to follow this 
course, and were sincerely glad that Congress 
had adjoarped ‘without disturbing the tax. 
Their business, théy said, was now very large, 
but the increase was due to the execution of 
conditional orders received during the consider- 
ation of tthe tax, and to the demand on account 
of ye reduced stocks held by the distributing 
tra 

Members of the Cotton Exchange stated that 
their business was not at all affected by the ad- 
rr of Congress. If Congress was never 

o meet again, said they, the mills wouid be re- 
lieved from the great uncertainty which now 
existed as to what it might do, after its vaca- 
tion, in regard to the financial policy. It would 
seem, they thought, that the members would 
endeavor to find out what the country most 
needed to establish it upon afirm financial 
basis, but, instead, they would return with no 
better ideas than they possessed when Con- 
gress adjourned. 

On the Produce Exchange, tlie markets were 
not affected by the adjournment of Congress, 
but there was a general feeling of satisfaction. 
There has been a constant fear that some 
fiinancial measure, would be passed which would 
affect injuriously the general interests of the 
country. Gold now being nearly at par, ex- 
changes were made in currency without taking 
gold into account. There had been a decline 
on wheat in ordinary grades of from 25 to #0 
cents a bushel during the past sixty days, anda 
decline of $1.50 a barrel on flour since May 1; 
and this shrinkage was accounted for by the 
large stocks which had been held by a few firms 
in this city. The result had been that the

had become overloaded. The two or three 
es holding these large stocks had been 
heavy losers, bat it was said they were perfectly 
sound, and could stand a falling market for 
some time to come, These same houses were 
“long”? on the market last fall, whep prices 
went up, and they were only lesing what they 
made then. The stocks held on the other side, 
it was authoritatively stated, were held on 
foreigu account, and not by dealers here. 


EAST ST. LOUIS. 


All QuieteBurial of the Men Slain in Sua- 
day’s Battle. 
Special! Dispatch to The Tribune, 

r. Louis, July 2,—The situation at East St. 
Louis has not changed materially from that of 
yesterday and last ht, beyond the fact that 
the popular excitement has visibly decreased, 
and fewer people appear on the streets. The 
Metropolitans contigue, however, to keep their 
station-house in a state of defense, and the 
same warlike prepatations are to be seen at 
every strategic point. The Bowman police hold 
the City- Hall. and there has been no indication 
of a weakening on either side. Both factions 
express a determination to hold out to the last, 
and to resist with arms any fnuterference from 
any source except the Supreme Court or the 
Governor. 

At 8 o'clock this morning the funerals of 
Connors and Neville, the meu who were killed 
on Sunday. last, took place, and 3,000 people 
were present,—the largest gathering that ever 
took place in the town. The body of Neville 
was buried, and that of, Connors taken to St. 
Louis te be forwarded to Detroit. A fear pre 
valled at the Metropolitan headquarters that, as 
soon as the funeral Was over, the exasperated 
Bowmanites would return and attack their cita- 
del, and everything was kept in readiness for an 
assault. Visitors were warned away. and rifles and 
shotguns protruded from the upper windows of 
the building. The anticipated attack did not 
occur, however, the Bowman Deputv-Marshals 
returning quietiy from the funeral and resum- 
ing their places at the City-Hall. 

At an carly hour in the morning, Deputy- 
Sheriff Conneau arrived from Belleville with 
warrants for the arrest of Mayor Bowman and 
his Devuties, who led the assault on Sunday, 
upon a charge of attempt to kill. The Deputy- 
Sheriff had a conference with the Mayor 
aud his Chief Marshal, and agreed 
that he would wait til after the 
funeral before he took any action 
looking to the execution of the warrants. In 
the meantime considerable excitement was 
created by the presence of the Deputy-Sheriff’s 
posse, as it was known there would be serious 
trouble if he attempted the arbitary arrest of 
the Mayor and his men. The day passed off, 
however, without the arrests being made, and it 
is now understood that the Mayor and his 
Deputies will proceed to-morrow to Belleville 
and give bond for their appearance when want- 
ed. Though the day has beeu peaceful, the sit- 
uation continues serious, and the feeling be- 
tween the factions is so bitter that another col- 
lision is deemed inevitable, if the matter is not 
speedily settled. by the action of the Supreme 
Court or the Governor. 

Tne Coroner’s inquest upon the killed was 
postponed until to-morrow morning at 9 o clock.

EXAMINING THE BOOKB. 

During the afternoon, Mr. Ayers, of the South 
Town, and Mr. J. H. Rees, the real-estate dealer, 
who form a Committee chosen by the Citizens’ As- 
sociation to examine into the assessment, visited 
the office and looked over a number of the real- 
estate books.

If the estimate did aappen 
to suit him—which was as rare an occurrence as 
hangings in Cook County—-he expressed his appro- 
bation of the particular Deputy in a way taat indi- 
cated his delight at the estimate being rather lower 
than he himself would conscientiously and under 
ordinary circumstances have scheduled. Now a 
man is invited to schedule without knowing what 
tae Deputy has put him down for, and the result is 
that he is more apt to pat down about the fair 
thing. Incase of a material discrepancy between 
the estimate and the schedule. he is notified by 
postal card to come and explain matters. which he 
2 does with considerable promptness.

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 2.—The quarterly re- 
ports of the State Agents at Chicago and East 

St. Louis for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 

mals were presented to the Governor te-cay. 


John McDonald, State Agent at the Union 


Stock-Vards, Chicago, reports that, during the 
three months prior to July 1, there were ad- 
monished for crvelty to animals, 108; arrests 
for that offense, 12; fined, 10; cattle watered at 
owners’ expense, 400 ; condemned cattle killed, 18; 
condemned horses killed, 18; condemned sheep 
killed, 13; condemned calves killed, 185. It 
will be readily seen,“ says Mr. McDonald, 
“from the number of cases and the ad- 
monitions given, that the number of 
prosecutions could have been easily increased 
manv fold. A case is never prosecuted when it 
is believed admonition will do as well. The 
number of prosecutions indicates only the moet 
outrageous cases. The Union Stock-Yard offi- 
cers render all possible aid, and give to animals 
all the care in their province.“ State Arent
